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Continuation of 11 The request for reconsideration does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner 
maintains the rejections as outlined in the previous office action. Specifically, in response to additional arguments presented in the after- 
final amendment, the examiner replies as follows: 

As per Chen "not teaching the signal having a transition in phase or in opposite phase", the examiner directs the applicant to FIG 2 on 
page 192 of Chen where the signal is IN OPPOSITE PHASE. Even though it is not necessary (optional) to show a teaching for IN 
PHASE the examiner directs the applicant to the paragraph below FIG.2 which describes an IN PHASE disclosure with respect to the 
measurement path. Where the applicant states that CHEN does not teach "the determination of the delay time...", the examiner directs 
the applicant to the AAPA. page 3 lines 4-6 and page 8 lines 18-21. and not to Chen, for the examiner has already stated that Chen is 
used ONLY to make up the deficiency of the teaching of a second signal applied to influence crosstalk in a measurement circuit In other 
words ALL limitations are taught by the AAPA but influence of circuit timing through crosstalk. In the matter of motivation for Chen, he 
examiner directs the applicant to Chen, page 191 , column 2. where as an alternative to expensive redesign of a circuit, tests are applied 
which detect crosstalk issues heretofore undetected, wherein failures are detected and product is scrapped before shipping to a 
customer. In other words, cost savings is the motivation to add Chen's crosstalk strategy to the AAPA because without it, the 
manufacturer would have to resort to expensive redesign of the AAPA product. 
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
